New Scries have Many New Features 
and are Improvement on 
1920 Delivery 


The G.W.V’A. are busy practising 
for the concert which they are giv¬ 
ing in Edgerton >on Friday, May 27th. 


The mechanical excellence of the 
car builder, combined with the deft 
touch of the artist, is reflected tin the 
new 1921 series of all steel dining 
cars built lecently for the Canadian 
National Railways. Five of these 
cars were assigned this week to 
Western Lines, and are now part of 
the equipment of the “Continental 
Limited”, which operates daily be¬ 
tween Vancouver and Montreal. 

Ventilation, lighting and refreiger- 
ation are features which were given 
special attention—and the new cars 
embody other improvements suggest¬ 
ed by dining car crews for the con¬ 
venience of themselves, as< wlell as 
that of the traveling public. 

All are equipped with automatic 
electric lights which snap on when 
the door opens. There are specially 
built-in refreigerators for meat, for 
fish, for fowl, for salad stuff, for milk 
and cream. The stove has two huge 
oven s and steam tables besides it to 
hold the cooked food. Two copper 
tanks near the kitchen ceiling con¬ 
tain enough water for the preparing 
of three meals. Dishwashing is done 
by hand, machines having been proved 
impracticable, because they require 
steam which was not desirable on hot 
summer days. After the meal, every 
utensil >i<s tucked in its place and the 
tables and ledges are as bare as a 
ship’s deck. 

In tfie pantry, connected with the 
kitchen by sliding windows, there are 
more ice chests, a ventilated bread 
racks, tray racks and running water, 
which is filtered by the latest ap¬ 
proved process. 

The dining room is furnished with 
light ceiling and light oak walls, al¬ 
most bare of decoration, simplicity 
being the style edict for diners. 
There are dust proof ventilators and 
cinder deflectors for the windows. 
The four electric fans rotate so that 
they keep the air in motion without 
causing noticable blast. One of the 
features that will appeal to mothers 
with small children is the tiny ebaiir 
of oak, upholstered in leather like the 
large chairs and mode to fit on them, 
answering the purpose of a high chair 

At the steward’s end of the car is 
the emergency heating system which 
can be used if the car is cut off from 
the train and the emergency lighting 
apparatus, for use if the electric 
plant fails. There is a cigar (locker 
with humidor and an ice locker .for 
soft drinks. At the- rear is a per¬ 
sonal locker for the crew and a cur¬ 
tained alcove with wash basin. 

Even thfc space beneath the car is 
utilized. Electricity for lighting is 
generated by the speed if the train 
by means of a dynamo swung below 
the ear, the power being held in stor¬ 
age batteriesThere is also a reserve 
bin of coal below the car. In fact 
w r hen the car starts on on its trip, 
it is a self-contained commissariat, 
fitted to run for days, it necessary, 
without taking- on supplies.

PUTTING IN THE CROP 


Reports from throughout this dis¬ 
trict are that the wheat seedihg has 
been entirely completed and .that the 
coming week wdll see completion of 
work of putting in the 'Oat crop. Also, 
that it has been an unusually favor¬ 
able season for getting through the 
spring work, though the weather re¬ 
mained decidedly cool during the first 
half of May. But what the weather 
dacked in summerishness it made up 
in utility. Both men and horses did 
more work on cool days than on hot 
days; and by the standard of material 
results this spring has been most fav¬ 
orable, as the weather permitted the 
most work to be done in the limited 
during which the seed has to be got 
into the ground. 

The farmers tell us that the wheat 
already two inches or more above the 
ground. That establishes that while 
the weather was cool enough to en¬ 
courage activity on the part «otf man 
and beast, the conditions have been 
far from unfavorable for quick germ¬ 
ination of the seed. We seem, in fact, 
to have been accommodated with the 
happy medium temperature which 
facilitated the maximum amount <of 
seeding being done and at the same 
caused the seed sown to sprout 
promptly. The ample moisture sup¬ 
ply has made up for lack of warm 
weather in stimulating germination 
and early plant growth. 

'Taking- it all round we have had 
and are having a very satisfactory 
seeding season. That is hopefui 
fact, not only because it gives promise 
of a good crop but because it makes 
for the planting of a larger crop than 
could otherwise have been possible. 
The relatively low prices of farm pro¬ 
ducts have not kindled any enthusi¬ 
asm in the farmer to break records 
in the matter of acreage sown. In a 
good rhany cases the proceeds from 
last year’s crop were not large enough 
to enable the farmer to hire help 
enough to put in as large an acreage 
as he cropped last year. It is not 
likely that the farmers have for many 
years, faced the seeding season with 
less inducement to sOw as many 
acres as tl^ey have been cultivating. 
Putting it in general terms, they had 
not the money to do it conveniently 
and they w r ere not in the frame of 
mind to strain a point. In fact, the 
report is that an unusually large 
amount of land is being left to sum¬ 
mer fallow: partly because the land 
has been cropped pretty steadily *for 
several years, while the cry was for 
“more production,” and needs a rest, 
but also partly because the farmer 
has not seen that he could get back 
the cost .of taking off a crop put in - 
with hired help and have anything 
worth while left for his trouble and 
risk. 

The cool weather has, to some con¬ 
siderable extent, offset both the finan¬ 
cial stringency among the farmers, 
and their discouraging doubts about 
the money returns from the season’s 
operations. It has multiplied man 
power and horse power, and enlarged 
the area that the farmer could put 
in by his own labor and that of the 
help he felt that he could and would 
be justified to employ. As a result, a 
good many acres are or will be, under 
crop which otherwise must have lain 
idle. 

It is a peculiarity of the present sit¬ 
uation that while the prize offered 
for making a farm produce is uncer¬ 
tain, and at the best likely to be 
smaller than for some years, there has 
never been a time when Canada, for 
domestic and financial reasons, had 
more need of both a large crop acre¬ 
age and a good yield from it. Na¬ 
tionally, we are “in bad” as regards 
our commercial standing abroad. The 
Canadian dollar still hangs away be¬ 
low the dollar mark in New York. 
There is only one way to bring it up 
to par: Increased export of products, 
largely farm products at sadly re¬ 
duced prices. We have to pay the 
war debt; also out of production. And 

with wages generally on the down 

o 

grade the hope of industrial peace 
and a market for labor in Canada is 
that the cost of fixing will not start | 


soaring again. Nationally we shall 
hax^e to make up in volume what our 
products have lost in unit value; farm 
products included. So far as the 
West is concerned, and this part of 
the West in particular, the weather 
is doing its bit. 


ALBERTA CROP CONDITIONS 
VERY FAVORABLE AT PRESENT 


Crop conditions are as favorable as 
it is possible to harve them this year, 
in the opinion of H. A. Craig, deputy 
minister of agriculture. Not .only are 


moisture conditions throughout the 
province x^ery satisfactory, but the 
season is opening up well, and the 
crop is being sown in good time, Now 
that the weather is getting warm, the 
seed th-at is already in the ground will 
germinate rapidly, and the xvheat that 


is up will shoot ahead in good shape. 

No adverse condition^ are reported 
from any part of the province; there 
have been some cold nights, but no 
damage has resulted. 

Owing to the cold weather and the 
rains the » grasshoppers have not 
started to hatch, so no prognastica- 
tions from that source can be made. 

The potato crop is likely to be quite 
as large as last year, according to pre¬ 
sent indications and this in spite of 
the present low price of potatoes. 

There is a definite indication of a 
great increase in the acreage to be 
sown to silage crops, and a large 
number of silos will be erected this 
year. Jn the South^ particularly 
where the agricultural train went 
through, they laid special stress on 
the silo crop, and found a great in¬ 
terest among the farmers in this de¬ 
parture, As yet there seems to be 
no special preference for the differ¬ 
ent silo crops, and it is probable that 
oats, corn and sunflowers will be sown 
for that purpose. 

The gox^ernment is putting in a pit 
silo at the Athabasca demonstration 
farm and it is probable that the 
farmers throughout the provinces xvill 
try out the pit silos this year to a 
considerable extent. 

The 'One at the Athabasca farm xvill 
be ten feet deep, twelve feet wide and 
twenty-fWe feet long, being rather in, 
the nature of a trench. It will be 
fined with native spruce posts heWn 
on three sides and will be covered 
earth and straw, so there xvill be no 
actual cash outlay except for labor 
The spruce posts will be set close 
together so that no other lining xvill 
be a great factor in their favor. The 
feed will be taken out at Athabasca 
by means of a fitter carrier, and the 
silo will be pllaced right beside the 
barn. 

There has been a ‘ big inquiry for 
brood sows, the farmers apparently 
anxious to get back into the raising < 
of hogs. There will be a big increase 
in the hog population of the province i 
this year, as many of the cows that 
were sent to market last year went 
back to the country for breeding. 

The condition among the litters is ; 
about on an average with other years, 1 
some losses being reported but no¬ 
thing of any special import. 

The lamb crop has been exceeding¬ 
ly large this year, the .mild winter 
helped out the ewes getting lots of 
exercise and coming through in a \ r ery 
healthy condition. 


RURAL CREDITS 


No person conversant with rural 
conditions will deny that there is a 
great need for a system of rural cred¬ 
its which will be a. sort of happy me¬ 
dium betxveen our banking system and 
the long term mortgage system. The 
farmer needs financial assistance for 
periods longer than those which good 
banking permits and shorter than the 
fWe-year-term which mortgage com¬ 
panies usually require. A system 
xvhich would provide loans for periods 
ranging from one to three years would 
be a great boon to the farming com¬ 
ma nity generally. 

It is often urged on the public plat¬ 
form by farmer representatives that 
the Canadian banking system has sig¬ 
nally failed to meet the requirements 
of the farmer, but careful study of the 
facts shows that this is not fair criti¬ 
cism and in many instances it is bas¬ 
ed on .misconception of the powers of 
the chartered banks. Our prominent 
bankers agree that there is a great 
field for financial institutions in rural 
credit banking but it is a difficult 
problem to handle. No matter hoxv 
much our banks would like to handle 
loans for periods of two. or three years 
the banking laws of the country xvill 
not permit them to do so and further¬ 
more sound banking would not permit 
them to loan deposits subject to xvith- 
drawal at a moment’s notice on loans 
for lengthy periods. 

The Manitoba government has 
made a laudable attempt to solve the 
rural credits problem and has thus far 
been reasonably successful, but it 
would seem that the real solution 
must depend upon co-operation be¬ 
tween the bankers and the farmers. 
If the farmers in a district would 
combine and guarantee the payment

The heaviest yields were obtained 
when drilled iu rows thirty inches 
apart. In districts, nowever, where 
the rainfall is not so heavy during the 
growing season, it might be advisable 
to have /Ihe rows slightly father 
apart. The plants should be thinned 
out with a hoe from four to eight 
inches apart.

Disarmament limit fixed 

The time limit for disarmament by 
Germany is fixed absolutely tas June 
30, in an allied note presented to the 
German government. The note, which 
concerns executions of the recent ul- 
timatim, demands that the organiza¬ 
tion of the German army iof 100,000 
be brought into conformity with the 
peace treaty by June 15, superfluous 
munitions and unauthorized fortress 
equipment surrendered by May 31 and 
all arms in possession >of civilians by 
June 10. 

Germany is required to endorse by 
May 30 the llrst of munition factories 
authorized by the allies and stop the 
output of unauthorized facturies. The 
note further deals with the question 
of police and demands a reduction, in 
all classes of police to a tidal of 150,- 
000 by July 15th

PRAIRIE HOMES 


AUTO ACCESSORIES and OILS 


That the attractiveness of a place 
can be greatly increased by the plant¬ 
ing of shrubs and flowers is known 
to all. But on the prairies there are 
certain conditions which determline 
success in growing ornamental plants. 
It has been demonstrated at the Do¬ 
minion Forest Nursury Station at 
Indian Head, Saskatchewan, that 
many shrubs which winter-kill in the 
open are qulite hardy when sheltered 
by a belt of trees. Therefore, it is 
advisable to defer the ornamental 
planting until sufficient- shelter has 
been established by the wind-break. 
On the ordinary home stead or new" 
farm in the West there are many 
things, such as erecting buildings and 
fences, which are of more irnpart- 
ance than ornamentation. But as the 
farm grows older there will b ( e great¬ 
er oppirtunitiees to plant _ shrubbery 
and improve the appearance of the 
place. That these conditions will 
arise at some future tiime should be 
kept in mind when arranging for the 
planting of trees—N. M. Ross, Chief

Alberta Legislation 


AN ACT TO AMEND THE 
WILD LAND TAX ACT 


The exomfption owing- to cultivation 
where the owner has several portions 
of land within a radius of nine miles 
shall apply, though the lands are not 
in the same assessment district. 

Every quarter section upon which 
active mining operations are carried 
on together with not tnore than three 
quarter sections contiguous thereto, 
if owned by the same person as the 
first mentioned quarter section, shall 
be exempt from the tax under this 
Act, 

Where any corporation or person 
has for the purpose of irrigating land 
actually expended on irrigation works 
a sum at least equivalent to fifteen 
dollars per acre of the number of 
acres capable of and intended to be 
irrigated, then every quarter section 
included in such land if a fourth part 
of such is* capable of irrigation, shall 
be exempt from the tax under this 
Act. 


Provided that there shall be no 
exemption in respect of 'any land sold 
or agreed to be sold by such corpora¬ 
tion or person nor in respect to any 
lands after the irrigation works have 
been constructed or in respect to any 
land after December, 1926. 

The authority to levy and collect 
the taxes in the case of land situated 
in a municipal district shall vest in 
such district and be regulated by the 
provisions of The Municipal Districts 
Act and the Tax Recovery Act, and in 
the case of land situated in any im¬ 
provement district, shall vest in the 
Department of Municipal Affairs and 
be regulated by the provisions of The 
Tax Recovery Act. Provided that in 
any year an appeal >mjay be made as 
to whether any land assessed as wild 
land is liable to taxation under this 
Act.

SUPPLEMENTARY REVENUE ACT 

The Assessor shall assess by valu¬ 
ation and in 1920 and every fifth 
year therefrom after the disposal of 
appeals and revision of assessments, 
he shall forward to the Department 
of Municipal Affairs a statement 
showing in detail the total assessed 
value of the land assesed by valua¬ 
tion and of the acreage held under 
grazing leases from the Government 
of Canada. 

If the total equalized assessment as 
fixed by the Board differs from that 
fixed by the assessor the difference 
shall be distributed by a pro data 
raising or lowering af the assessment 
of the parcels, subject to any special 
directions as to assessment of classes 
of land given by the Board.

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new oil field was found recently by 
ited Alberta for the first time in 1919, 
ie entirely false, and doubtless would 
be contradicted by these gentlemen. 
The oil fields were determined and 
the oil well was located seven years 
ago whilely and solely by British Can¬ 
adian pioneers, geologists and busi¬ 
ness men. 

Oil seepages in the .rnorth were 
found and first recorded about 130 
years ago by the xeplorer MacKenzie, 
and they were further noticed also 
by Franklin a century ago. If the 
“oril age” had dawned sooner these 
men would have been known as the 
discoverers of the field. 

Subsequently, seepages in various 
localities were found by R. G. Mc¬ 
Connell, of the Canadian Geological 
Survey, and were referred to in the 
report of his exploration of the M3ac- 
kenzie basin in 1891. But it was not 
until 1914 that professional oil geo¬ 
logists surveyed the region and locat¬ 
ed the commercial quantities of oil. 

Early in 1914. just neror^ the main 
Alberta ‘‘oil boom” a little group of 
enterprising and far-sighted Cana¬ 
dians met in Calgary and planned this 
discovery which is so important to¬ 
day. Their geologist had “turned 
down” the Okotoks field. But what

waterway, and parties were sent out 
also east and west at many points. 

At some place s jVhere good pros¬ 
pects had been e cpected, none was to 
be found; whilst some of the best 
things turned up in • most unexpected 
places. By the > end of the summer 
the main features iof the stratigraphy 
and the structure had been determin¬ 
ed. One of the interesting scienti¬ 
fic results was the finding of an im¬ 
portant system of )arge anticlinal 
foujld in trritory where strata had 
previously been supposed to be hori¬ 
zontal. Also a thick and highly pet¬ 
roliferous formation w^s found with¬ 
in the Devonian region, and giving 
rise to numerous seepages of oil on the 
flanks of the anticlines. But the re¬ 
sults of these surveys are too big a 
subject for this article. 

During the epedition all conclus¬ 
ions were carefully concealed, for 
there were only three of the party 
available to stake claims on the Mac¬ 
kenzie. The staking of these claims 
was dope secretly to avoid being sur¬ 
rounded by lothers. This was rather 
difficult and caused two of the party 
a Jong hard journey out, very late in 
the year, after the last steamboat had 
gone south. But it was decided worth 
while for it was on these claims that 
the Imperial Oil Co has struck oil and 
had it not boan -precaution$ 

1914, it might have cost a very large 
sum in 1919 to buy up the surround¬ 
ing claims. 

As the party were so few in number 
only one of the Mackenzie oil fields 
could be filed upon in 1914. And so 
great care was taken to select si place 
where some production was practic¬ 
ally sure*, though this may not in the 
end, prove ten be the best field. 

The same care was also taken 'in se¬ 
lecting the well site for it was deem¬ 
ed most impartoat that the very first 
well shoud get production. Failure of 
the first well might have put off the 
opening of the field for twenty years. 

During the ensuing years many peo¬ 
ple were approached by the explorers 
with a view to getting operations 
started in the north and hope was 
never given up. At length in 1919, 
the Imperial Oil Co. decided to drill 
the test well and develop the field. 
They acquired the leases, and at an 
heavy expense they overcame all ob¬ 
stacles and drilled the well. That 
success has erdwned their efforts 
must be a. matter of satisfaction to all 
for in thisf-tbe company has done a 
service to the ooap!try for which they 
deserve a good return. 

Further important investigation in 
the Mackenzie nlver are now being 
made by the Canadian geological sur¬ 
vey and their forthcoming reports will 
no doubt be eagerly looked forward to
